These  methods  tend  to  include  increased  security, 
public  awareness  signage  and  surveillance  - more 
about  locks  and  alarms.  Increasingly,  Albertans  are 
seeing  the  importance  of  early  intervention.  Crime 
Prevention  through  Social  Development  (CPSD)  is  a 
method  of  addressing  the  root  causes  of  crime. 

Crime  prevention  is  about  people  coming  together 
to  understand  the  role  everyone  can  play  in 
addressing  and  preventing  crime. 
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Grande  Prairie  and  Fort  Saskatchewan  also 
had  proclamations.

A WALK  TO  REMEMBER 

May  11-18  was  Impaired  Driving 
Awareness  Week  in  Edmonton. 

In  addition  to  the  posting  of  billboards  and  the  airing  of  public  service  announcements,  a White  Cross  walk 
took  place  from  the  Edmonton  office  of  MADD  to  the  Legislature  grounds. 


Participants  in  the  walk  carried  a white  cross  representing  the  many  victims  of  impaired  drivers.  The  event 
was  supported  by  the  Edmonton  Police  Service,  Emergency  Medical  Services,  Edmonton  City  Councillor 
Stephen  Mandel,  members  from  the  Salisbury  High  School  Students  Against  Drinking  and  Driving  (SADD), 
and  Gladys  Armstrong  who  started  People  Against  Impaired  Driving  (PAID). 


The  underlying  principle  of  the  national 
strategy  is  that  the  reduction  and 
prevention  of  crime  is  best 
accomplished  by  focusing  on  the  factors 
that  place  individuals  at  risk  of 
committing  a crime  or  being  a victim  of 

crime.  Examples  of  personal,  social  and  N. 

economic  factors  that  may  lead  an 
individual  to  engage  in  crime  include: 

family  violence,  poverty,  drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  inconsistent  and  uncaring  parenting,  and  other  forms  of 
abuse.  Referred  to  as  Crime  Prevention  through  Social  Development  (CPSD),  the  national  strategy  places 
particular  emphasis  on  children,  youth,  Aboriginal  people,  and  women’s  personal  security.  Seniors, 
persons  with  disabilities,  ethno-cultural  minorities,  and  the  fear  of  crime  are  also  among  the  priorities. 

A new  “letter  of  intent”  process  for  applying  to  CMP  in  Alberta  has  been  implemented.  This  process 
makes  it  easier  to  apply  and  reduces  the  waiting  time  for  feedback.  By  completing  a letter  of  intent,  it  is 
possible  to  determine  which  projects  are  eligible  and  suitable  for  funding  under  CMP  and  which  projects 
will  be  asked  to  complete  a full  application.

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WRAP-UP 


It  is  you,  the  key  partners  in  crime  prevention,  who 
set  me  on  the  path  of  writing  this  article.  Bullying 
was  a theme  for  many  of  this  year's  Crime 
Prevention  Week  events. 

I set  out  to  find  a common  definition  for  bullying,  to 
answer  why  kids  bully  and 
what  can  be  done  to 
address  the  problem. 

I was  fortunate  to  be  able 
to  attend  the  Alberta 
Association  of  School 
Resource  Officers' 

(AASRO)  conference 
during  Crime  Prevention 
Week  and  I listened  to  Lisa  Dixon-Wells  with  the  Dare 
to  Care:  Bully-Proofing  Your  School  program.  Lisa 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  using  a no-nonsense  style 
when  addressing  bullying,  in  other  words,  zero 
avoidance.  She  brought  forward  the  importance  of 
bully  proofing  our  schools.  The  message:  teach  the 
concept  of  bullying  and  teach  strategies  to  deal  with 
bullying. 


The  common  characteristics  of  a 
bully  are: 

GENDER:  boys  report  more  physical  forms  of 
bullying,  whereas,  girls  tend  to  bully  in  indirect  ways, 
such  as  gossiping  and  excluding. 

AGE:  Middle  years  (11- 
12  years  old)  tend  to  be 
the  most  prevalent  times 
for  bullying,  but  bullying 
can  start  in  elementary 
and  continue  into  high 
school  years. 

BEHAVIOUR:  Bullies  tend 
to  show  more  signs  of 
hyperactivity,  disruptiveness,  aggression  towards  their 
peers  and  assertiveness.  They  are  easily  provoked 
and  show  a lack  of  empathy  for  their  victims. 

HOME  LIFE:  Bullying  starts  at  home.  Bullies  often 
come  from  homes  that  are  neglectful  and  hostile,  and 
use  harsh  punishments. 


“ While  schoolyard  torment  was  once 
almost  a rite  of  passage,  the 
potentially  grave  consequences  are 
becoming  more  known,  particularly 
in  light  of  recent,  high-profile  teen 
suicides  that  have  been  blamed  on 

bullying ” (Vancouver  Sun,  June  10,  2002).

"To  be  effective,  bullying  interventions  must  focus 
beyond  the  aggressive  child  and  the  victim  to  include 
peers,  school  staff,  parents  and  the  broader 
community...  The  central  feature  of  intervention  is  a 
clearly  stated  code  of  behaviour  with  consistent  and 
supportive  follow  through"  (NCPC,  June  1997). 


The  many  definitions  of  bullying  have  common 
threads.  Bullying  is  about  power,  is  repetitive  and  is 
negative  action  on  targeted  victims. 

"Bullying  among  children  encompasses  a variety  of 
negative  acts  carried  out  repeatedly  over  time.  It 
involves  a real  or  perceived  imbalance  of  power. 
Bullying  can  take  three  forms:  physical  (hitting, 
kicking,  spitting,  pushing,  taking  personal 
belongings),  verbal  (taunting,  malicious  teasing, 
making  threats,  name  calling)  and  psychological 
(spreading  rumours,  manipulating  social 
relationships,  intimidation)"  (US  Department  of 
Justice  Fact  Sheet,  June  2001 ). 

The  National  Crime  Prevention  Centre  (NCPC) 
publication  Bullying  and  Victimization:  The  Problems 
and  Solutions  for  School  Aged  Children  (June  1 997) 
stresses  that  to  understand  bullying,  one  must 
consider  the  characteristics  of  aggressive  children, 
their  victims  and  the  social  context  in  which  it  occurs. 


What  can  be  done? 

What  I found  interesting  from  the  AASRO  conference 
presentation  on  bullying  was  the  advice  to  also  target 
the  role  of  the  peer  group  when  addressing  the 
problem  of  bullying. 

Bullying  usually  involves  more  than  the  bully  and  the 
victim.  Eighty-five  percent  of  bullying  episodes  occur 
in  the  context  of  a peer  group  (NCPC,  June  1997). 

Do  bullies  want  to  put  on  a show?  Does  the 
witnessing  of  their  actions  encourage  the  bully?  What 
if  the  crowd,  along  with  adult  support,  always  said 
NO  and  intervened?  With  support  of  the  school,  peers 
can  learn  appropriate  intervention  strategies.  This  can 
include  increased  supervision  of  students  during 
recess/free  time,  time  set  aside  to  discuss  bullying, 
anger  management  and  appropriate  conflict 
resolution  and  incorporation  of  specific  bullying 
programs. 


Conflict  between  children  will  happen  on  and  off  the 
playground,  but  when  appropriately  dealt  with  will 
leave  no  scars.  Bullying,  a persistent,  negative  power 
imbalance,  can  leave  life  long  pain  for  all  involved. 

There  is  no  one  easy  solution,  however,  the  literature 
suggests  that  the  most  effective  way  to  deal  with  the 
issue  of  bullying  is  immediate  intervention.  Set  short 
and  long  term  strategies  and  work  together. 

We  need  to  build  and  sustain  caring  communities. 

The  process  takes  time,  but  can  be  achieved  with 
consistency  and  reinforcement.

The  Alberta  Community  Crime  Prevention 
Conference  (ACCPA)  2002  was  held  in  Edmonton  on 
May  8-10,  and  offered  information  and  insights  on 
crime  prevention  to  attending  delegates.  The 
delegates,  who  represented  many  police,  business, 
>mmunity  and  government  organizations,  were  able  to 
he  conference  as  a place  to  network  with  those  who 
share  the  vision  of  building  resiliency  into  the  communities  of  our  province. 


Edmonton  Rutherford  South  MLA  Ian  McClelland  and  Deputy  Police,  Chief  Mick 
Bradshaw  of  the  Edmonton  Police  Service  presented  the  opening  remarks  while  David 
Gates,  the  executive  director  of  the  National  Crime  Prevention  Centre,  presented  the 
opening  address. 


Workshops  and  panels  covered  a variety  of  topics  including  identity  theft,  cybercrime, 
child  safety,  and  first  responses  to  street  drugs.  Presentations  also  brought  a lot  of 
attention  and  increased  awareness  to  Camp  Little  Buffalo,  an  interagency  camp  that 
operates  for  at  risk  youth  in  the  Grande  Prairie  region,  the  Safe  and  Caring  Schools 
Initiative  and  funding  resources  available  to  community  groups. 


On  May  10,  Rev.  Dale  Lang  was  the  keynote  speaker.  He  is  credited  with  helping  heal 
the  community  of  Taber  in  the  wake  of  a fatal  shooting  spree  and  death  of  his  son  at 
WR.  Myers  High  School.  He  shared  his  message  of  community  healing  through 
forgiveness.  The  delegates  were  later  treated  to  a barbeque  at  the  Edmonton  Police 
Association  and  Community  Options  provided  all  the  food.
